Prevention of Soil Drifting 


Rotation of\Crops and Summer Fal- 
lowing Lessen Danger. 

To stop ‘drifting .of the soil, the 
work on the experimental farm at In- 
dian Head has shows that ‘hedges will 
protect 80 féet of crop for every foot 
in height of hedge.” A hedge 20 fect 
high will save 1,600 feet perfectly, 
and as much more from_serious injury 
by winds, A rotation. of crops, in- 
cluding grass for pasture, or hay, is 
invaluable, and land. and that has been 
under grass for two or three years, 
when broken’ up, is safe from winds 
for at least.four or five years, Plough- 
ing summer-fallow twice, June ahd 
October—the last ploughing to, bring 
to the surface soil that has not, been 
pulverized by repeated cultivation— 
will also lessen the danger from soil 
drifting. ,.Growing fall ryeon sum-

Education that is merrely a pleasant diversion is as useless as athle- 
tic training witnessed in the seat of the spectator. 

Much mz ay be done by the intelligent teacher in finding those por- 
tions of studies rich in human interest or appealing to the active 
restless imagination sof the child. ‘This may be made the basis, o 
stimulating thought and imipeanting a desire to learn, — 

The social position of teachers in the city or town has been that 
of low grade public servants. In the country we are glad to note and 
admit th e school teacher has properly become the centre of social 
and communal life. There the various interests, literary or athletic 
have centred in the school house and a teacher ‘with mind and heart 
can make her influence felt so long as her interests are alive to the 
general ‘good. In towns, teachers are regarded outside of sthool 
hour with passive indifference. ‘They are merely -public tutors or: 
governesses. The attitude to them regarding school affairs has been 
sufficiently indicated above. ‘This is unfortunatefor the teacher but 
vore so for the community, 
Phe cause is partly financial and partly: social, Teachers are paid 
ifar less. than any skilled labourer and it is only recently that they 
have realized the benefit.of combined efforts, to.remedy this condition 
They may be blamed for alliances but it was only a “physical im- 
perative” that. forced them to this. They had to live and at least 
maintain a respectable, if humble, position in society. When a clerk 
in a railway office earns one and one-half times as much as a grade 
teacher and an engineer one and one-half times as much as a High 
ischool principat, it is high time the people of this country realize they 
should be raising salaries instead ‘of reducing them. , 

‘But taxes the ratepayers shout and the trustees shudder! People 
are known in this town and we doubt not, this is true in other towns, 
to spend more for their children a year for ice cream cones and candy 
than for their educational tax. This. question of taxes, however, de- 
serves long and serious consideration. It is estimated that each year 
in High School adds one hundred dollars per year to the earning 
capacity of a child. How long wil he be in paying the. taxes that al- 
lowed him an elementary: and se eondary education? Why not face’ 
the problem fairly and squarely, ‘weighing the costs and arriving’ 
at the benefits. Education properly carried out means the fitting of 
a child for its duties as a.-mian or woman. What is it worth? - : 

The teacher who has under his or her control and care the-lives of 
children for four or five hours per day (for a longer period: usually 
than either of the parents) -if fitted at ‘all to teach and direct those 

children is fitted and worthy of the best the comniunity offers. It is 

true that prejudice in the past has rendered the teacher only “half 
a citizen” He was not expected to express his views on politics— 
daminion, provincial or municipal. He often. was regarded askance 
when he wshed to register his. vote. But'times have changed and 
are changing, ° 

The teacher will do better work in,a school and community whee 
parents and ratepay ers abandon uffreasonable blame and prejudice 
in school conditions and realize that teachers justly deserve more
